A HORSEWOMAN'S RECORD. 


Most women brought up on a wester i 


ranch learn to ride a horse with skill, bt t 
not every one takes to It as a prof essloi-., 
after the fashion of Madame Marantell -, 
who is now driving horses and rldln j 
them at the Madison Square circus 1 i 
New York. Born on a large stock fan i 


at Mendon, Mich., she and her sister 
learned to ride her father's blooded horses 
and took to riding races at local fairs. 
When two other girls, called Belle Cook 
and Emma Jewett, began to ride long dls- 
tsnce races In public, these sisters be- 
came Infatuated with the idea and accept- 
ed the offer of a professional horseman 
ramed Harris to appear in the same sort 
of racing. This was in 1882, and Mad- 
ame Marantelle has ever since followed 
the track. One of her moat extranrdt- 
nary feats is that of driving four horses 
while riding a fifth and taking hurdles In 
the course; this she began to do In 1889, 
in London. For a long time she and her 
horse Flremaker held the world's record 
for Jumping; and she has 
made the 


world's record for riding ten miles with- 
out stopping, having accomplished this in 
18 minutea ><fhd 17 seconda by changing 
horses a.t every mile, with scarcely the 
loss of a second at each change. Though 
she has had bad falls, Mme. Marantelle 
not only loves the work for herself, but 
has adopted two children whom she is 
training to the profession—Florence and 
Arthur, who appear in the present circus 
exhibitions on their own ponies, one of 
which holda the world's record for Jump- 
ing. Mme. Marantelle 
Is strictly con- 


servative in costume and strongly dis- 
approves the cross-saddle mode. For rid- 
ing, she wears the most correct of black 
costumes, with a hard or tall silk hat, 
according to the sort of exhibition she is 


giving. For driving, her costume Is mil- 
itary blue, and made by one of the smart- 
est of Vienna tailors. The brooch she In- 
variably wears bears a portrait of her 
horse Evergreen, which she formerly 
owned and which .she is now driving. 
Beelde when driving always sits Ernes- 
tine, her white Maltese poodle, of much 
intelligence and perfect nerve.

Does the faculty hold ltsi-If 
responsible for her physical as well as her 
ncsntal training? 


A few girls are to be met who prefer dig- 
ging away at knotty mathematical problems 
and Intricate researches to any kind of ex 
erclses arranged for their physical beneilt 
Fortunately, however, they are decidedly In 
the minority nowadays, for the typical c->l 
lege girl possesseu moderately developed at.h 
letlc tendencies. 


The college girl of today known too well 


the value of training her body to keep pnce 
with her mind, and she Isn't the one to n.-g 
lect this work for any cause. 


Takt; Bryn Mawr, for example. There, ac 


cordlsg to the gyrnnnsiuro Instructor, nearly 
every girl who enters the college ir.ight be 
sald'to be In splendid condition physically. 


In the urst place, these girls usually come 


from wealthy, or at least moderately well 
off, families, and there Is every chance that 
they have been given all the advantage1- 
offered anil recommended for active, gri.w 
Ing young women. They have In nine cines 
out of ten. perhaps, been educated in a g<-od 
"prep" school, where the physical training 
Is mcde as Important a feature as It is la'.er 
on at college. In fact, the gymnasium w.rk 
there Is merely a preparation forthat which 
Is to follow. 
Therefore, from this statement one mi.,'bt 


conclude that almost without a single ex- 
ception the freshman at Hry.i Mawr Is not 
narrow chrsttd, rout-.d shouldered or s'ov- 
enly in her walk.

Allow to each 
egg one table'spoonful of liquid, a tiny speci 
of salt (loo much salt tougheusl and a das& 
of pepper. Add the salt to the whites of tb« 
eggs and beat stiff, nut not BO dry that It 
breaks. Put one teaspoonful of butter for 
each egg Into the chafing dish, or n clean 
saucepan, and while it is ueatlns whip thy 
yolks of tin- eggs until lemon colored an* 
stiff. 
Slip the benti'ii whites Into the bowl 


with the yolks, pour In tin' liquid, then Just 
cut through, lifting up ami folding Over, but 
not stirring or bca'lug, which would break 
the nlr ceils.

Canning Strawberries. 


Wiesbaden Process.—For this two lots of 


berries are required—one of fcll large, soundt 
dead-ripe berries and the otiier of perfectly 
sweut aud fresh, but not necessarily Urge 
berries. In looking them over put aside th» 
fine ones, but do no: hull u n t i l ready to nee. 
To every pound of the smaller berries allow 
a pound of sugar and mix in layers In a 
stone crock. Cover and allow them to stand 
tor several hours or over night, until they 
form their own Juice. Dralu off the syrup 
and boll down to two-thirds of the original 
quantity. Have well sterilized c»3» w!tb 
fresh rubbers In readiness; nil with th« 
nice whole berries, which have been hulled, 
and set on a thick, wet, hot cloth In a drip- 
plngpan on the back of the range to keep 
warm wlille being filled with the scalding 
syrup. Pour the syrup over tuern quickly 
and seal air-tight. The Germans frequently 
use half honey Iu place of all sugars In this 
process. In this case cover the berries wltn 
the sugar, allowing only a half pound of 
sugar to each pouud of fruit. After stand- 
Ing and draining add a quarler of a pound 
of honey for each pound of fruit and boll 
down to two-thirds of the original quantity. 
In using honey the syrup must be carcfuii/, 
skimmed before filling the jars.

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THE SCOPE AND AIMS OF 


UNIVERSITY EHENSION. 


Prof. Henry Horse Stephens Writes 


of This Important Branch 


of Education.

Henry Morge Stephens, to whom the 
University of California has intrusted 
her Important work of University ex- 
tension, has Just written an article in 
which he tells what the real scope and 
object of this extension Is. It Is con- 
ceded that no department of the Uni- 
versity's work is productive of wider 
benefits and influences than that of the 
•xtension courses and lectures. 
Since 


eoming to California, Professor 
Ste- 


phens has done a vast amount of work 
In this branch of the University's work 
hlo wide experience with people and 
•with books making him eminently fit- 
ted for the responsibilities of the posi- 
'tlon. 
' A portion of his article reads ns fol- 
lows: "There ore two distinct aims to 
be followed In a system of modern uni- 
versity extension, conditioned on the 
needs of different individuals. For a 
long: time these alms were not distin- 
guished, and the popular lecture, con- 
taining Information 
and stimulation, 


was all that was given to the student. 
Equally dangerous has been the ten- 
dency.under some university extension 
schemes to devo/e the main energies of 
the lecturer to the smaller and more 
ambitious element of his audience, anrl 
to neglect the larger class that attends 
the university extension lecture with- 
out the desire for study. It has been 
found by experience that the difl'er- 
fcntiatlon of these two aims can be se- 
cured by doubling the lectures with a 
•cries of classes, and the university 
txtenslos as it 
Is now understood 


•ImH at interesting, stimulating and in- 
forming large audiences, and to follow 
with a small class exercise for those 
»-ho wish to study as well as to lis- 
ten . 
"Certain principles, practiced In Eng- 


land, the United 
States, 
have 
been 


employed to establish the system on 
this coast upon a substantial basis. 
The first principle is continuity of sub- 
ject. 
University extension stands for 


continuous as opposed to spasmodic 
work. 'It Js a cardinal feature of the 
value of the 
University 
extension 
courses that they deal continuously 
with the same topic. The old system 


of a wid.? range of subjects embodied, 
perhaps in a. single lecture, provided 
more varied pabulum than the modern 
system, but it c^uld by no means be 
regarded as a branch of higher educa- 
tion. Experience has also taught that 
the Ideal interval between lectures is 
two weeks. 
A practice has arisen of 


'^onimenalng courses of twelve lectures 
as tho i leal educational unit of uni- 
versity extension, for a courseof twelve 
lectures ;it fortnightly intervals, with 
regularly written work and examina- 
tions, can he fairly reckoned as equiv- 
alent to :i one-term course in a univer- 
sity. 
It has .been found useful to 


divide tl.e twelve lectures Into series 
of six lectures before and six lectures 
after thr Christmas vacation. Lastly, 
the fixed principle is established that 
all unive.-sity extension lectures should 
be based upon a printed syllabus. In 
university work where classes can be 
frequently met the usefulness of a syl- 
labus is recognized, but in university 
extension work, where classes are only 
met at fortnightly intervals, the syl- 
labus is an indispensable basis for the 
lectures. Of purely local concern is the 
fixing of days and hours for extension 
lectures. 
In some communities the af- 


ternoon and in others the evening is 
the flttert time, and appropriate days 
of the wi-ek are different in every com- 
munity. 
With regard to payment, a 


fixed fe'- to cover all the 
expenses

in their entirety. The flourishing uni- 
versity extension societies and clubs 
in different parts of the State evince an 
interest for this form of higher educa- 
tion; the many organizations for liter- 
ary studies prove a longing to hold up 
a high-standard of mental cultivation; 
the efforts of 
professors 
from both 


Berkeley and Stanford to carry on 
courses of lectures in local communi- 
ties have been useful object lessons; 
and the State which sends to the uni- 
versities -within its borders the largest 
proportion of university students to 
population in the Union, should afford 
to university extension the fittest field 
that has yet been entered. 
There 


seems every probability cf abounding 
success for the scheme laid out by the 
University of California, and the one 
thing needed is the hearty co-opera- 
tion of representative persons In intel- 
ligent local communities toward the 
formation of university extension cen- 
ters in all sections and cities • of the 
State."
